Periodontia and Oral Medicine Today* 


Causes and Prognosis

Ee he causative factors of periodontal 


disease are not monoetiological. 
These factors should be considered 
as a number of different pathoses affect- 
ing the same struc- 
ture. It is doubtful 
that any one in- 
fluence could, by it- 
self, produce perio- 
dontal disease. A 
combination of -fac- 
tors which both 
lowers the tissue re- 
sistance and acts 
upon the weakened 
tissue is necessary 
to establish disturb- 
ances of the periodontium. The constant 
search for one single factor by the re- 
searcher in the laboratory and the 
clinician at the chair has brought no suc- 
cess to date. Treatments which tend to 
eradicate just one factor, which is thought 
to be causing the disease, or surgical 
treatment which will merely eradicate the 
pockets (temporarily), have shown only 
failure when the cases are observed at 
some future date. 
Although most medicinal treatments 
are directed at periodontal disease

through their bacteriostatic properties, 
the fallacy of their use as the sole means 
of treatment is clearly indicated when 
it is realized that the organisms in them- 
selves cannot produce periodontal dis- 
ease. The bacteria are secondary or con- 
tributory factors. Even in necrotizing 
ulcerative gingivitis there must be other 
conditions present in order to create dis- 
ease. It is well-known that the spirochetes 
and fusiform bacilli of Vincent are found 
in at least seventy-five per cent of healthy 
mouths. 

The importance of periodontal pockets 
as foci of infection must be borne in 
mind. Comparison of the area of an 
apical abscess and that of one or more 
periodontal pockets shows the larger 
area of the periodontal pocket from 
which absorption can take place; the 
lack. of gingival tissue resistance; and 
greater capillary structures which makes 
for a rapidity of absorption. These all 
contribute to the fact that the affected 
periodontal tissues make an important 
focus of infection. 

According to S. C. Miller, the causative 
factors fall into three groups: dysfunc- 
tional, irrational, and systemic, (see 
chart). When these distinctions are 
understood, it can readily be seen that the 
elimination of these factors will restore 
health to the mouth. This is accomplished 
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by eradicating the outside or local factors 
as well as the internal or systemic factors. 
For example, if there has been alveolar 
destruction caused by excessive stress, it 
must be kept in mind that the contribu- 
ting factor to the alveolar destruction may 
have been a nutritional and vitamin dis- 
balance as well, which had caused a dis- 
turbance of the calcium metabolism. The 
treatment would consist of the elimina- 
tion of excessive stress by the equilibra- 
tion (of the occlusion) or rehabilitation, 
or both,—the local factor. Also, suppor- 
tive treatment of nutritional advice to 
improve the alveolar structure—the con- 
tributing factor. 

Periodontal disease may be considered 
primarily a functional disease. Dis- 
turbances of normal function are not 
limited to only one factor such as calculus 
or traumatic occlusion. Disturbances of 
function include all types and variations 
of disordered function. The conscientious 
practitioner must be in a quandary, in- 
deed, when he attempts to evaluate the 
many types of treatment with which he is 
acquainted through the various profes- 
sional and commercial sources. Several 
variations of treatment have proven suc- 
cessful to some degree when properly in- 
dicated and correctly applied. These de- 
serve attention. After a little study, the 
operator can choose the most beneficial 
approach for the case in hand. The 
prominent fact to be remembered is that 
diseases of the periodontium are primarily 
dysfunctional in character and that treat- 
ment must include the following three 
phases in order to be successful and last- 


ing: 
1. Removal of the cause 


2. Re-establishment of function and 
tissue resistance 


3. Institution of procedures for the 
maintenance of health and tissue 


‘An investigation of the most widely em- 
ployed procedures for pocket elimination 
reveals that they fall into five groups, 
namely: 
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1. Conservative subgingival curettage 
(a) All accessible pockets 

2. Chemico-cautery 
(a) Third molar flaps 
(b) Pockets involving soft tissue

3. Mechanical methods — packing; 
massage 
(a) Hyperplastic gingivitis 


(b) Shallow soft tissue pockets 
(c) Where surgery is contraindi- 
cated 


4. Surgery

All these methods are directed at the 
elimination of the pocket which is a 
product of the disease, rather than the 
disease itself. Thus, those who employ 
any of these types of treatment must, if 
results are to be lasting, re-establish func- 
tional coordination, eliminate causative 
factors, and follow all those procedures 
necessary for the re-establishment and 
maintenance of health. 

Conservative subgingival curettage is 
the procedure of choice because of the 
possibility of reattachment and a return 
to normal gingival contour. There is little 
loss of tissue and the performance of the 
operation produces little discomfort. An- 
esthesia is rarely needed. The operator 
must become skilled in the manipulation 
of curettes and hoe curettes, a dexterity 
which can be developed with practice by 
anyone capable of successfully perform- 
ing other branches of dentistry. 

The most successful technics in the 
conservative surgical group are those of 
Kirkland, the flap operation, the semi- 
lunar, and the buttonhole incisions; 
while in the radical surgical group, the 
most successful are those of Ward, Crane 
and Kaplan, and Black. The electrosurgi- 
cal method has been recently revived. 

Before initiating remedial measures, it 
is imperative to estimate the approximate 
duration of treatment, the probable out- 
look and the responses which can be ex- 
pected in the individual case. All these 
predictions are possible when based on 
past experiences and a carefully planned 
and fully comprehended diagnosis. The 
following must be considered in making 
a decision as to prognosis of teeth affected 
by periodontal disease. 

1. Bifurcations and Trifurcations: 
Pockets involving the trifurcations of 
upper molars or bifurcations of upper 
first bicuspids or lower molars create a 
hopeless prognosis and necessitate extrac- 
tion. There are very few exceptions, such 
as a lower molar with bifurcation involve- 
ment that has widely spread roots and is 
well-anchored in alveolar bone.

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2. Alveolar Bone Support: The less 
bone remaining the poorer the prognosis. 
However, the distribution of the bone is 
important in determining the prognosis, 
as well as the density of the bone sur- 
rounding the root. 

-3. Mobility: Teeth with a movement 
of more than 1 mm. in any direction, or 
those that can be depressed in their 
sockets, present a hopeless prognosis and 
should be extracted. 

4- Number of Teeth Remaining: The 
fewer the teeth remaining, the poorer the 
prognosis, since greater amounts of strain 
must be borne by each tooth. Proximal 
contact lends support to a tooth as well 
as splinting. 

5. Distribution of- Remaining Teeth: 
If the teeth are situated favorably for the 
construction of dentures or bridgework, 
and the insurance of balance of function, 
the prognosis is better. 

6. Service Required of Teeth to be 
Saved: If the weakened teeth are re- 
quired to support bridgework or restora- 
tions, where they must do work beyond 
their ability, continued weakening and 
early loss are to be expected. However, 
with proper design of either fixed or re- 
movable appliances, stress can be dis- 
tributed and splinting support produced 
so that the weakened teeth can be given 
better prognostic possibilities. 

7: Age: Older people with the same 
amount of bone destruction, all things 
being equal, give better response to treat- 
ment than younger individuals. 
~8. State of Health: If focal infection 
disease is present, which might be trace- 
able to oral foci, more radical steps might 
be necessary. 

g. Possibility of Removing Causative 
Factors: Too frequently, attempts are 
made to treat cases in which it is impos- 
sible to eliminate the causal agents. Prog- 
nosis might be said to be favorable in 
proportion to the possibilities of complete 
removal of the causative factors. 

10. Cooperation of the Patient: This 
element alone is enough to. change suc- 
cess to failure and vice-versa. The ability 
and diligence of a patient in toothbrush- 
ing and home care, cooperation in elimi- 
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nating biting habits, maintaining nutri- 
tional balance, and other factors which 
are under voluntary control, must be 
considered in determining the essential 
course which the case will take.
